Ws are of too earth-stained a nature 
to quite understand Sir Rutherford 
Alcock’s rhapsody in the September 
number of Macmillan’s Magazine. Whe. 
ther his object is to prove that China 
is at once the most powerful, the most 
intelligent, and at the same time the 
most down-trodden nation on the face 
of the earth, or to demonstrate that the 
Tnspector-General of Customs is- the 
most able of living men, is a problem 
beyond our ken; as indeed, judging 
from the nature of the article, it 
probably was beyond the ken of the 
writer himself. Sir Rutherford Alcock’s 
article is in simple fact one of those 
effusions written in the gush of. 
the moment, without any definite end 
oraim. Foundéd on false premisos, 
its arguments, feebly drawn out, seem 
to lead to nothing, except that in the 
course of events something may come, 
and that when this something does 
come we had all better look out. Sir 
Rutherford Aloock will probably be 
best known in the fature as the author 
of the abortive Convention, but in the 
present his principal aim seems to be 
to vilify the whole course of the inter. 
course between his native country and 
the Chinese. Governments and states- 
men are equally to blame in his eyes; 
but it is strange that in order to prove 
his own entire unselfishness, he should 
attempt to impress on his side the 
selfishness of those whom he maligns. 
We are not to do right to China be- 
cause it simply is right, but because 
by doing her wrong we are really 50 
far advancing her on the paths of pro- 
gress and civilisation that in the end 
she will become both better, wiser, and. 
more powerful than ourselves. This 
is really the gist of the argument put 
forward by the ex-minister.. We are to 
leave China alone to go on in all hor 
old abuses, because if we do so she will 
remain feeble and corrupt, and will 
readily fall a prey to the encroachments 
of her northern neighbour Russia, who 
is even now attempting to pick a 
quarrel with her. In Sir Rutherford 
Alcock’s eyes, China may be taken to 
resemble Caliban in the Tempest, and 
like him may exclaim, 

“You taught me language ; and my profit 


on’ 
“tT ko how to curse. The red plague 





“For! ioraiog me your language !” 
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We have: taught China many good 
and useful lessons, and for this, in the 
ex-minister’s mind, we are to be 
punished by finding them turned against 
ourselves! It may bo but natural that 
Sir Rutherford Alcock should still feel 
some resentment at the ignoble manner 
in which his Convention was consigned 
to limbo, but pity is almost the only 
feeling with which we can regard so 
ignoble an expression of chagrin as 
that to which he has treated us. Were 
Sir Rutherford Alcock’s facts trust 
worthy, a little more consideration 
than we have given might be extended 
to the details of his argument. Un- 
fortunately, however, the basis is essen- 
tially weak, and the edifice may be 
allowed to tumble of sits own accord. 
Tho most serious causo of trouble is, 
wo are warned, the pressure of the 
oxtra-torritorial clauses in our treaties— 
“an abiding evidence of the utter dis. 
comfiture of the Chinese.” Now Sir 
Rutherford Alcock’s statements on this 
head are either wilfully false, or 
display an ignorance which is ex- 
traordinary in a man whose official 
career was, with the exception of a 
few years spent in Japan, ontirely 
passed in China, ‘The principle of 
oxterritoriality, that is of each body 
looking after the affairs and punishing 
the delinquencies of the individuals over 
whom it has power, is one well known 
in Chinese practice. It is in effect 
simply an extension to foreign nation- 
alities of the principle on which the 
Chinese guilds are founded. So far, 
besides, is it from being a mark of dis- 
grace imposed on the Chinese by Great 
Britain, that it in fact owed its 
origin to the express request of the 
Chines themselves, made many years 
before the outbreak of our first war. 
The “Order in Council” of the 9th 
December, 1833, expressly states, “And 
whereas the officers of the Chinese 
Government, resident in or near 
Canton, in the empire of China, have 
signified to the Supercargoes of the 
Hast-India Company at Canton, the 
desire of that Government that effec. 
tual provision should be made by 
law for the good order of all 
his Majesty’s subjects resorting to 
Canton, and for the maintenance of 
peace and due subordination amongst 
them; and it is expedient that effect 
should be given to such reasonable 
demands of tho said Chinese Govern- 
ment; now, therefore,” &e., &c. 
Another reason assigned is, “the fear 
of dismemberment or total 
absorption by the over-shadowing 
power of Russia.” Sir Rutherford 
Alcock knows, if his readers do 
not, that the surest safeguard to 
China lies, in the. presence, at 
Peking, of men able and willing 
to offer advice and suggestions, and 
to point out how complications which 
might lend to an open breach may best 
be avoided. A third grievance seems 
to be that “Mr. Hart, . 

receives but grudging recognition 
or praise from the mercantile 


communities of China, or the local 
press.” Because, we are assured, he 
is looked upon as the representative of 
the Chinese Government, and because 
tax-collectors are never popular. Now 
we certainly can have no antipathy to 
‘Mr. Hart on the first score, for we, at 
east, have never looked upon him as 
the “representative” of the Chinese or 
any other Government ; and as to the 
latter, neither we nor the mercantile 
community have any antipathy to the 
collection of Customs dues, which 
wo have always acknowledged are, 
with one or two exceptions, just 
and reasonable, and the collection 
of which through the foreign inspec- 
torate we have always urged to be best 
in the interests of all. We owe no 
special debt to Mr. Hart for the intro. 
Auction of this system. Sir Ruther- 
ford Aleock must have a short memory, 
when he has already forgotten that 
neither was Mr. Hart amongst the first 
foreign commissioners nor was he the 
first to hold bis present appointment. 
Mr. Hart is a simple servant of the 
Chinese Government, and as such we are 
willing to accept him. What the Abd 
Hue knew about breech-loading rifles, 
wo must really leave to Sir Rutherford 
Aleock to explain. ‘Trivial as the 
remark is, it is only on a par with 
the rest of the ex-minister’s article, 
Mis-statements of fact go hand-in-hand 
with the most gorgeous dreams of the 
future of hina. Sir Rutherford 
Aleock must have been lifted up to 
the seventh heaven, and seen matters 
sublunary through the distorting glare 
of faith’ or fancy, e'er he committed his 
pen to the very characteristic article 
we have been glancing at.

‘The Races, occurring on Friday, Satur- 
day, Monday, and a portion of Tuesday, 
have occupied the week to the exc 
from public attention of more serious 
everyday matters, with the exception that 
contradictory news from the North regard- 
ing the difficulty between China and Japan 
has caused some excitement, The weather 
was rather cold during the first two days 
of the Races, and the long continuance of 
rainy weather bad broken in upon the 
usual training season, ‘They went off very 
successfully howover. A full account of 
the Meeting will be found elsewhere. A 
largo number of ‘residents left Shanghai 
for up-country trips, about the beginning 
of Race week; some eighty houseboats 
being employed in the exodus. But the 
absence of so many from the Settlements 
was partly compensated by the prosonce of a 
good many visitors from Outports. 

Regarding the Formosan difficulty, with- 
‘out being ‘too positive, wo think we are 
justified in saying from all that has reached 
us during the week, of a reliable charactor, 
concerning the progress of negotiations at 
Peking, that there will not be war. Last 
week our ‘Tientsin correspondent anid 
that “everything betokened war.” An- 
other correspondent, however, 
from Poking on 21st Octob 
“Conferoncos were held on 
19th, and between the 
representatives and the Chinese Ministers, 
at which certain concessions were virtually 
decided upon, removing the imminent 
peril of a resort to hostile action which 
prevailed up to tho 18th.” 

Our Tientsin correspondent, on 26th 
October, says that the Japanese Embassy, 
including Messrs. Okubo, Ys 
suites, wero expected thero on the 29th, 
to leave in the gunboat Moshin, which lies 
off the Settlement, for the despatch-boat 
awaiting them at ‘Taku, whence they will 
proceed directtoJapan, ‘The nature of the 
arrangement they have made isnot known, 
but it is assumed to be amicable. The 
report that Mr. Yanagiwari, the Minister 
Resident, is to accompany tho Ambassador 
on his return to Japan, might however 
be taken as an unfavorable sign, 

A number of rumours were floating about 
on Monday, after the arrival of tho str. 
Shantung from the North, concerning the 
conclusion of the negotiations, It was 
stated with some positivencas, as 
having come from at least one Legation 
in Peking, that the withdrawal of 
Japanese Ambassador and resident Min- 
ister meant a rupture in relations and the 
declaration of war. We have endeavoured 
to get this statement confirmed, but fail 
to hear that anything of a similar tenor 
has been communicated to the officers, 
Naval or Consular, who are officially 
interested, and whom provious dispatches 
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from Peking have placed specially in a 
position of expectancy on the point. 
Another statement, which reaches us on 
authority as good as any apparently attain- 
able at present, is to the effect that though 
avery irritated state of feeling existed 
lately, as our Peking correspondent 
notices above, it had been allayed, and 
the Chinese had made up their minds 
to secure peace by paying the Japanese a 
handsome sum—not as “indemnity,” but as 
“compensation” for the murder of the 
Loochewans in Formosa. The statement 
is made in a letter received from Peking on 
Mon But our Tientsin correspondent, 
im his last letter, takes his reported rupture 
for granted, and from another source we 
hear that when the Shantung left that 
port, on the morning of the 28th, 
@ rumour was current that the negotiators 
had been unable to come to terms. The 
Chinese, it was said, had declined to pay 
any indemnity, and had terminated dis- 
cussion with an intimation that if the 
Japanese troops were not at once with- 
drawn from Formosa, force would be used 
to expel them. Great activity prevailed 
at the Peiho forts, 

We heard yesterday, on pretty good 
authority, that there would bo no 
war between China and Japan. A des- 
patch to a local Chinese officer of high 
standing, states that the arrangement ro- 
ferred to above actually been made. 
‘The Japanese asked for an indemnity of five 
millions, but as the Chinese firmly opposed 
tho demand, they reduced it by three 
millions, Still the Chinese would not 
yield, but further bargaining brought the 
amount down from two millions to half 
@ million taels, with which Okubo was fain 
to be satisfied. The only question rem: 
ing to be settled at the time the despatch 
was written, as we are informed, was 
whether the money should be handed 
over before or after the retirement of the 
expedition from Formosa, But there can 
be little doubt that, if matters have been 
arranged so far, the negotiators will 
‘trust each other to fulfil the details of the 
engagement. Our informant adds that 
the withdrawal of Mr. Yanigawari from 
the capital along with Mr. Okubo, is 
deprived of any untoward significance by 
the fact that the Japanese Legation is 
left in charge of his second in command, 
It is highly probable that Mr. Yanigawari 
returns with the special Embassy, in 
order to give an account of his own share 
in the negotiations ; and after the position 
ho has held during the present year versus 
the Tsung-li Yamén, it would be in 
accordance with diplomatic courtesy and 
‘usage that he should be replaced as Resident 
Minister at Peking by some high officer who 
has not been mixed up in the recent un- 
pleasantness, The foregoing statement is 
more consistent with our last news direct 
from Peking than were the rumours of war 
in circulation after the arrival of the Shan- 
tung, but we give it of course subject to 
confirmation. 

The relations between the Japanese 
belonging to the war-vessel st Tientain, 
and the local Chi are ssid not to 
be altogether amicable, some curiosity 
shown by the latter to inspect the ship 
being discouraged rather forcibly.—The 









































only indications of the state of feeling 
among the Chinese in Shanghai that we 
have lately heard of, is the fact that the 
Taotai has enlisted 150 men for his body 
guard, and that native charterers of foreign 
sailing vessels stipulate for a clause saving 
them from the consequences of war. 

‘There has been no further intelligence 
received relative to the loss of the steamer 
Chusan, reported by telegram the other 
day. A private telegram to Messrs, 
Russell & Co. made no mention of any 
lives being lost, except the captain’s, 
Owing to stress of weather, the Chusan, 
after being a day anda half out of the 
Clyde, ran into Waterford, where she lay 
for three days, then put back for the Clyde 
repairs, and it would seem that it 
was while she was returning the disaster 
happened. 

The steamer Cawdor Ceatle, while com- 
ing to the Shanghai and Hongkew What 
on Monday night, ran into and sank the 
French brig St. Francois, which was lying 
alongside, sustaining some damage also 
to her own starboard bow. Particulars of 
the occurrence will be found elsewhere. 

‘The steamer Shingking returned to port 
on Friday, having sustained some 
damage to the fore part of her saloon, 
in a storm she was caught in on 
Wednesday, when she had made about 
a fourth of her voyage. The vessel is 
being repaired with all despatch. 

The str, Ningpo, from Hongkong, reports 
having experienced very heavy weather 
as she came up the coast. The P.M 
chartered str. Vancouver, bound to Yoko- 
hama, had to run for shelter; and the 
Ningpo had to anchor more than once 
during her passage, through stress of 
weather. She also reports having seen 
a large junk ashore, and apparently 
abandoned, on Ashuelot Reef. 

‘As the Dragon was going into Foochow 
on her last trip south, she passed tho 
steamer Atalanta, bound from Hongkong 
to Shanghai, off Tungying, a few miles 
above Mataou, ‘The Atalanta was partially 
disabled by the breaking of a screw bear- 
ing, and turning back, made for the Min, 
At the White Dogs she took a tugboat, 
and arrived at Foochow safely on the 
26th ult. It was expected that she would 
be detained four or five days for repairs, 
but that it would not be necessary to dock 
her. Her long voyage is thus accounted 
for ; she left Hongkong on the 19th ult. 

The mail steamer Delhi met with very 
rough weather during a portion of her 
voyage from Hongkong, and lost one of 
her crew overboard. The Delhi will have 
to remain at Woosung till Friday—nearly 
a whole week—for want of water to cross 
the Bar. 

The arrival, on Sunday, of the crew 
of the ship Lucerne, would seem to 
indicate the abandonment of all hope of 
recovering the stranded vessel. ~The tug 
‘Samson went to the wreck on the previous 
‘Tuesday, havingin tow a junk fortheaccom- 
modation of the Lucerne’s crew, and a num- 
ber of coolies to work on the wreck when the 
tide permitted, and also to assist in the 
recovery of any property belonging to the 
vessel. The tugs Fuhlee and Rocket were 
alongside the wreck when the gale began 
on Tuesday night. They ran for shelter 























to an anchorage inside the Lightship, 
while the junk, containing the crow 
and coolies, took shelter in a creek on 
Yangtsze Cape. The captain remained 
in the Fuhlee till Friday, and then came up 
to Shanghai, The crew walked from the 
Yangtsze Cape Creek to the Beacon, aud 
were brought from thence to Shanghai 
by a junk. It is said the Lucerne lies in 
a bed of mud about 10 feet deep. The 
Fuhlee left on Saturday to look after the 
junk with the crew and coolies, but there 
is no apprehension felt regarding their 
safety. 

A deoree in the Peking Gazette of 17th 
Ootober, appoints Ying-han, Governor of 
Nganwei, or An Hwuy, to be Governor- 
General of Kwangtung and Kwangse, vice 
Juy-lin, lately deceased. Wu Yiian-ping, 
Governor of Hoopeh, was at the same 
time appointed to fill the post rendered 
vacant by Yiug-han’s advancement, but 
1 decree in the Gazette of the 20th changes 
this arrangement, and announces that Wu 
is to become Governur of Kiangsu, (this 
province), an office which, as we noticed 
the other day, Chang Futai has to vacate 
on account of the death of his mother. 

Among our transistions from the 
Poking Gazette to-day is a minuto of 
the trial of Li Kwang-chao, sout up to 
the throne by H. E, Li Hung-chang, The 
culprit, it will be remembered, endeavoured 
to secure official favour, and as the investi- 
gation shows, a big “job,” by making some 
generous proposals relative to the supply 
of timber to be employed in rebuilding the 
Summer Palace, which proposals he subses 
quently was unable to carry out. He 
played a high game aud lost, and now 
awaits execution after a term of imprison- 
ment, But it is not improbable that some 
Imperial act of grace will come to save 
his head before his term of imprisonment 
is up, and we have heard that in such 
cases, if there are a number of prisoners 
pointed for execution about the same 
time, the Imperial clemency is sometimes 
displayed by reprieving a portion of them, 
Li, however, has committed the unpardon- 
able sin, in addition to attempting o 
gigantic swindle, (in which he appears to 
have been readily assisted by Palace 
officials), of using titles to which he had no 
right. ‘The details of the case, given in 
the present report, are of unusual interest. 

We regret to hear of the accidental 
death, at Haxxow, on the evening of the 
26th inst., of Mr. W. J. E. Stewart, fore 
merly of Shanghai, Mr. Stewart and some 
friends had gone off to the steamer Shang. 
hai, which was to leave the same night, to 
seo a gentleman on board, and were leaving 
the vessel, when in passing to the hulk. 
Mr. Stewart missed his footing, owing to 
the swell in the river. He was carried 
away on the surface of the stream, but did 
not sink, and within some five minutes 
was picked up by a sampan, which had 
hastened to the rescue, He appeared to 
be dead when taken out of the water, but 
protracted efforts were made to restore 
animation, the ill-success of which, undar 
all the circumstances, led to the belief that 
death had resulted from shock rather than 
from immersion.

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‘THE CHINESE ARMY IN CENTRAL ASIA. 


Tae news which comes to us from 
Europe of the defeat of the Chinese 
army by the forces of the Ameer of 
Kashgar, although not confirmed by 
the reports in the Peking Gazette, is so 
far in accordance with what we read in 
that periodical, that there seoms little 
yeason to doubt its substantial trath. 
From what we can learn of the position 
of affairs in the Tien-shan Pib-lu, the 
fighting must have partaken in some 
measure of a triangular character. 
The inhabitants, for the most part 
Tungunees, seem to be hostile to both 
Chinese and Kashgarese, and seem to 
give an equal amount of trouble to each. 
‘Pho posts said to have been captured by 
the Ameer’s son, do not, from the official 
returns in the Peking Gazette, seem 
to have been occupied at all by the 
Chinese troops, who remain by the 
Jatest accounts in the neighbourhood 
of Hami, near the western extremity 
of the Great Wall. In May last, we 
republished from the Peking Gazette 
a description of the army destined by 
the Chinese for the attack on the 
Ameer’s troops. It certainly did not 
look very formidable, even on paper. 
It was composed of forty odd battalions 
of infantry and cavalry, each battalion of 
the former numbering 500 men, and 
of the latter 250. In addition to this 
force, was a division of some 375 
Manchu cavalty, forming a separate 
command, In all, it was calculated 
there were 17,000 troops of all 
arms, including a force of 2000 
men which had been formerly in 
the field, commanded by an officer 
under sentence of degradation. ‘This 
force was under the command of 
an officer named Kin-shun. Besides, 
and already arrived at Hami, was a 
force the numbers of which is not 
stated, under a General named Ming- 
ch’uan. Supposing that the force thus 
described were really up to the number 
of men stated, it will be seen that it 
formed but a slender army to under- 
take the conquest of Kashgaria, as, for 
want of a better word, we must call 
the Ameer’s dominions. It was, be- 
sides, at a distance from its supplies. 
Provisions had to be collected in Kan- 
sub, and sent forward through the 
Yumen Pass, and such was the distance 
and the difficulty of the route, that Tso 
Tsung.-t’ang adds that the cost of car- 
riage many times exceeded the original 
price of the articles. In addition to 
this force in Kansu, the Chinese seem 
to have had another in Tarbagatai, 
acting on tho flank of the Ameer’s 
army, and which was in or about May 
last at Kur-kara Usu. The officer in 
command of this latter force reports, in 
or about July last, that he had assumed 
a defensive attitude, and was content- 
ing himself with patching up the ram- 
parts between Ili, then in possession 
of the Ameer’s forces, and Tarbugatai. 
At the same time, we learn from a 











memorial from Kinglien, Captain-Gene- 
ral at Urumtsi, that the post had never 
since the outbreak in 1864 been re- 
covered by the imperial forces, but was 
still in insurgent hands. It would seem, 
therefore, that the victory stated to have 
been gained over the Chinese army must 
have been over the forces stationed in 
Tarbugutai under the command of 
Yung-ts’iuen, titular Military Governor 
of Ili, And the occupation of 
Uramtsi, would seem to imply either 
that the Tangunees had joined bodily 
the forces of the Ameer, or that the 
latter had taken forcible possession of 
that portion of territory. The Ameer's 
son in either ease would find himself 
opposed to the Chinese forces under 
command of King-lien, and which in- 
clude the 17,000 men under Kinshen at 
Hami. he district occupied by the 
‘Ameer’s troops, in consequence of the 
victory, is an important one, and 
comprises almost all the remaining 
district south of the Tien-shan. The 
Ameer’s dominions are thus, with the 
exception of Hami still in Chinese 
hands, nearly conterminous with the 
desert of Gobi. It is unlikely that this 
state of affairs will long continue. The 
Ameer is not likely to rest satisfied that 
Hami should remain in Chinese hands, 
while they on their part will endeavour 
to recover the ground lost in 1864. 
‘Tso Tsung-tang, and the officers acting 
with bim will, however, bave a more 
determined and better prepared foe to 
deal with, than the scattered hordes 
of Mahommedan insurgents with whom 
they have previously had to cope. 
The difficulties about supplies are 
not likely to be diminished ‘by the 
occupation of Urumtsi by Kuli Beg, 
while he will have a fertile district 
behind him to provision his army on the 
spot. If it be difficult to keep up an army 
at Hami, it is unlikely that the Chinese 
will find it easier in Tarbagatai, depend- 
ent as it is on Uliasutai as its base of 
operations ; and in any case Kuli Beg 
has substantially divided the two armies, 
and can, with his own head-quarters at 
Uramtsi, effectually keep both in check. 





IMPERIAL EDICTS AND INTERNAL 
ADMINISTRATION. 
We recently alluded to the remarkable 
(for China,) memorial presented by the 
Censor Yuen Ch’eng-yeb, and published 
in the Peking Gazette of the 7th Sep- 
tember last. We drew attention to the 
fact that even in China isolated instances 
occurred of men able to appreciate 
the current of events and to suggest 
practical remedies for abuses. We 
quoted the Censor’s own words, that 
the need of reorganisation was the lion 
which stood in the path of every 
reform in China, and predicted that the 
same difficulty would be always found 
to arise. The Gazette of October 5th 
amply justifies both the statements of 
Yuen Ch’eng-yeh and the remarks 
made by us thereupon. Not one word 
of discredit is thrown on the statements 
made, and which had on the 30th 





August been already referred to the 
Board of Revenue for their considera- 
tion. We are therefore justified in the 
assumption that the facts stated are 
unquestionable, and that we have the 
highest official authority for the con- 
clusion that it is known to the Chinese 
Government that the present fiscal 
system of the empire is injurious to 
trade and oppressive to the people. 
‘The Censor remarked that what really 
stood in the way was the need of reor- 
ganisation, and as @ striking comment. 
ary on this statement of his, we have 
the Imperial decree of the 5th October. 
Ordinary poople would suppose that 
where such a statement was acknow- 
ledged, some sign would be shown 
of endeavouring to get rid of the 
stigma—not so the Peking Govern. 
ment. The dread of reorganisation is 
as severely felt at Peking as by any of 
the provincial authorities, and vapid 
words are the only reply. The Board 
requests that orders be issued to the 
Provincial Governments to take “such 
action as circumstance will permit,” 
ands if glorying in its utter imbecility, 
again prays the throne to forbid the 
growth of opium. We should have 
thought that the experience of the last 
ten years might have convinced the 
Board of Revenue of the utter useless. 
ness of such measures. We find the 
Gazette taken up month after month 
with Imperial proclamations against 
the growth of opium, but we know 
for a fact that the poppy plant is 
cultivated in every portion of the 
Empire suited to its growth, and the 
Government itself is not ashamed to 
derive revenue from the open disregard 
of its own edicts. ‘The Government 
at Peking knows this as well as 
it knows the evils of the li-kin system. 
It can write proclamations full of high 
sounding phrases, meant by their clap 
trap morality to catch the eye, and at 
the same time in practice it is ‘itself 
particeps triminis, or rather, in many 
cases, the real instigator of the abuses 
it professes to regard with holy horror, 
‘fhe Government knows well that its 
uew proclamation will be as effective 
as those that it refers to as having 
been issued in 1869 and 1873, requiring 
the Viceroys and Provincial Governors 
to take measures towards abolishing 
the li-kin, and so contents itself with 
reissuing to them to take such action as 
circumstances will permit. We have 
had enongh experience of Chinese ways 
to know now what this means. The 
circumstances are that the treasuries 
are poor, trade is strangled, and the 
people oppressed. It is like evoking 
the wolf with an empty stomach to 
have regard for the lamb grazing within 
his reach, to issue such instructions, 
and the Government knows this well. 
“Let any of the barrier officials who may 
be found so unprincipled as to be guilty 
of peculation in the funds of the col- 
lectorate, and of harassing traders in 
transitu, be stringently impeached and 
punished.” In other words, let those 
who purchased from us the right of 
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oppressing traders at the highest figure, 
refrain from exacting that right, in order 
to gain for us the name of being 
generous. Let them make themselves 
poor, that we may obtain at their 
expense the reputation for liberality 
and good feeling! Were such a thing 
possible in human nature it would not 
even suit the Board of Revenue, Sup- 
pose a collector were honest and did 
not oppress traders, and that by that 
means the revenue of his post fell so 
that he could not pay to his generous 
superior the stipulated sum. Would the 
Board of Revenue sustain him, or, 
squeeze him to the uttermost, and after- 
wards turn him adrift as a helpless 
idiot who did not know how to collect 
the grist from his mill? Those who 
know the ways of Chinese rulers will 
have little difficulty in deciding in 
favor of the latter alternative. The 
history of the introduction and spread 
of opium cultivation in China is an 
instructive one for us. We have seen 
that imbecility and wilful untruth have 
gone hand in hand. It is rather 
significant that this question of the 
reorganisation of the li-kin should come 
to be mixed up with the other. Pro. 
clamations against opium have only 
resulted in the increase of the cultiva- 
tive of the drug, and we may naturally 
conclude that when these proclama- 
tions are coupled with orders against the 
continuance of li-kin exactions, we shall 
see a like result. In the N.-C. Herald 
of September 19th, we published some 
rules regarding the sugar trade, 
which give some idea of the fetters 
by which trade is bound at every 
step.

way of duties, likin, defence tax, and 
barrier exactions an amount fully 
equalling the original cost of the article. 
Woe wonder, on entering a Chinese 
dwelling, at the utter absence of the 
smallest comforts. ‘The wonder is that 
with this elaborate system of repression 
the unfortunate peasant is not reduced, 
like the boasts, to live on the grass 
growing around his house.

and have lived for some timo at Han-yang, 
in‘Hupeh, whero L carried on business in 
timber and tea, In 1862, I purchased by 
‘contributions a brevet as Prefect, for 
which I received only the certificate of 
payment, not the warrant from the Board. 
The certificate was subsequently burnt. I 
was sued at law some time since at Han- 
kow with reference to a dyke I had 
constructed, and the case has not been 
brought to a settlement. In July, 1873, L 
went to Peking to dispose of some building 
wood. Lwas personally acquainted with 
the Intely deceased Comptroller of the 
Household, Ch’éng-ning, the late acting 
Secretary ‘to the Household Comptrol 
department, Kwei-pao, and the Household 
writer, Ch’éng-lin; and as tho building 
works at Yiiun-ming Ytian were on the 
point of being cominenced, Ch’éng-ming 
and the others aforesaid enquired of me 
respecting the purchase of largo timber.

It contains words to the 
effect that “Li, Superintendont of Yian- 
ming Yiian, contracts on behalf of His 
Majesty the Emperor of China with 
A-fu-to Au-ki, a merchant of Hongkong.” 
On demanding of the prisoner how it 
came to pass that language so treasonable 
as this has been used, he declared that the 
wording in question did not exist in the 
Chinese copy of the contract, and on 
pressing for this document, it is stated to 
be no longer in existence. He further 
alleges that the Chinese translation 
is erronoous; but on interrogating Tai

He represonts that on all 
the postroads throughout the empire 
guardhouses aro established at regular 
intervals, and that in exposed localition 
watch-huts are further placed, between 
which, according to the terms of regula- 
tions, extremely stringent and minute in 
character, watchmen and constables should 
patrol the road on the look-out for 
‘suspicious persons, and to convoy travell 
in safoty. If there rules were actively 
carried out, brigandage and robbery would 
not be heard of so constantly ais the 
ease, The Consor is informed that 
crime of this description is rife in the 
country districts around Peking, and he 
instances a caso of robbery practised during 
the current month at Tow Tien, the frat 
stage on the great South road from Peking, 
on an oficial proceeding to Shansi, He 
farther alludes to reports of the ‘great 
wrevalence of crime of this description in 
“éng-t’ien, Chihli, Honan, Hupeh, Hunan, 
and Shantung, and to robberie 
ted during the last year on treasure in 
course of transportation to Peking, and on 
the Corean embassy whilst returning to its 
own country. ‘The cause of this state of 
inaccurity is the aupineness of the local 
authorities, who allow the guardhouses to 
fall into decay, and reduce the number of 
soldiers on duty to a mere fraction of the 
proper amount. It is true that at the 
watch-luts along tho highways flags and 
notice boards are displayed, declaring so 
many watchmen and so many constables 
to be on duty, but this piece of 
empty routine. ‘The criminal class is 
consequently encouraged to commit the 
most daring outrages, which are 
left wholly unnoticed by the authorities 
or misrepresented to their superiors 
as acts of theft instead of robbery 
with violence. Unless a remedy be 
applied, the highways of travel bid fair to 
become looked upon with dread, and the 
criminal class to increase to such an extent 
aa to entail the most serious disorders, 
It is consequently prayed that the civil 
and military authorities thronghout the 
Empire be commanded to restore the 
efficiency of the constabulary syatom.—A 
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rescript to this effect appeared on the 30th 
September.

(2) A Decree conferring donations of 
silks and satins on fourteen of the officials 
employed at the Hunti 
() Ying-kwei and hie colleagues of the 
Gendarmerie memorialize forwarding the 
appeal presented by Sung Pao-shan, a 
native of the Yih district in Shantung, to 
the following effect:—Appellant’s father 
was engaged in March, 1870, as private 
tutor in the house of a certain Hwang 
Tuu-li, where he was aubjected to con- 
tumely on the part of a man-servant named 
Jén Toung-fu and others. In consequence 
of the insults offered him he wished to 
eave the house, but he was persuaded by 
Hwang Tun-li to remain, On the follow- 
ing day, he was murdered in Jén Tsung-fu’s 
room, upon which the master of the house 
sent a man named Lin Ta with a message 
to appellant, to the effect that th 
had committed suicide by hanging himself. 
When appeilant went with his mother and 
grandunele to see the remains, th 
the body hacked and mangled on the chest 
and abdomen, and actually disembowelled. 
‘The district magistrate held an inquest, 
‘on complaint being lodged, and appre- 
hended Jén Tsung-fu and the others impli- 
‘succeeded in hushing up 
the ease by bribing the local headborough 
and the examiner of corpses, and on bring- 
ing the ease into Court the magistrate, 
heedless of protests to the contrary, brought 
in a finding of “death by self-inflicted 
wounds.” Complaint was lodged hereupon 
with the Prefect, who referred the case to 
the Magistrate for reinvestigation ; but as 
Hwang Tun-li and his acoomplices had 
already arranged their machinations, no 
reversal could be allowed to take place. 
Tho granduncle was thrown into the lock- 
up and a payment was extorted from him, 












































and the only result of appeals to the 
Governor has been to cause appellant to 
be flogyed, the accused parties, on 
contrary, being set at liberty. He is 
therefore driven to lodge his complaint at 
Peking.—Referred in the usual manner. 

(8) The Governor of Hunan memo- 
Tializes reporting the suicide of a District

It appears to us that the whole of Formosa 
has been included in the map of China for 
more than two hundred years ; and that the 
several Emperors of our country in their 
successive reij have been moderate in 
inflicting punishment and sparing of taxati 
's0 that the four classes of people have enjoys 
happiness and have grown and p: 

‘As to the wild aborigines behind the hills, 
with their dwellings perched on high or 
burrowed in the earth, they are far from 
having human feelings. Yet in the years 
which have gone by, the savage aborigines 














have turned into tame aborigines, and the 


tame ones have turned. into citizens ; so that 
the orderly citizens of to-day are all the wild 
aborigines of former times. 

If the savages murder anyone, the Imperial 
Government has its own meaus of punishing 
them, and there is no need for strangers to 
come over and meddle with the matter. But 
the Japanese, with evil in their hearts and 
spying after the fertile land, first begged that 

reaty might be made with them. Their 
secret plans having been laid, they changed 
their dress to that of the Western nations, to 
overbear us with their false appearance, 
Then, certain shipwrecked Lewchewans 
having been massacred by the Bawtan savages, 
‘they made this an excuse to send an army, 
and in defiance of the treaty proceeded to 
burn and alay at random, overwhelming other 




















villages as well. Now, thay have planted a 
military colony at Langkiao, they have set 
up camps, they have opened roads; and ¢! 





intention is to continue to hold the place, 

‘As to the verbal agreement which we 
formerly heard that they made in. the 
sung-Li Yamen, they proposed to send 
eople to impress upon the savages in the 

uth that for the future they “must, not 
massacre shipwrecked mariners; and no 
‘mention was made of fighting and slaying. 
‘And yet the Japanese say that China consented 
that’ they should take on themselves to 
slaughter and punish, And when they made 
their Consul at Shanghai obtain travelling 
passports for Chéng-Chu-Ching and eleven 
other Japanese, who by these means travelled 
through every part of Formosa, they thereby 
prevented our feeling any suspicions. After- 
wards again they wrote to request China to 
seizo Chiang-teng-bsin-ping and certain other 
Japanese rebels, by which mens they were 
able to prevent our being prepared when they 
sent forth their mai ‘army. ‘They have 
been false and deceitful in so many instances, 
that indeed they are not acknowledged as 
equals by the other nations with whom we 
have commercial intercourse, 

‘At first, even alter they bad come to 
Formosa, they, by means of honeyed words 
and large payments, won over and deceived 
the neighbouring poople. But in the Sth 
month a Japanese soldier shot dead without 
cause a man belonging to Chii-ch‘éng, and 
nawed Huang Wen-chu, And some Japanese 
having taken liberties ‘with a woman, whose 
maiden name was Yang, th f Wen-chen, 
of the Hsing-shun shop in Hsin-chieh, upon 
her uncle Chang Saisheng remonstrating with 
them and stopping them, one of them had the 
audacity to slash him with a sword. The 
people of the place in indignation throw stones 
and called out to seize them, upon which they 
all rai ‘A complaint was laid before the 
‘Japanese General, but he paid no attention to 
it, And now the Japaneso with their bodies 
naked burst into the dwelling houses of the 
people and harrass them moro than words can 
tell. ‘The inhabitants of Ch’ai-ch'éng have 
therefore agreed togethor to forbid any one 
to work for the Japanese army or to deal 
with it. To seek out all the instances of 
Japanese ferocity and presumption would be 
more work than counting the hairs of one’s 
head. All we scholars and people of Formosa 
at fruits and tread the soil of the land. All 
of us who have life and breath cannot but 
know our rulers and love our relations. How 
then can we allow forsign marauders to commit 
these wild excesses? Each of us ought to fight 
with fory and make the quarrel his own, As. 
soon as ever the army has commenced the 
attack, let us who form the different 
companies of the trainbands, seizo upon our 
weapons and drive the foo’ before us, with 
auswering shouts from the four sides; and lot 
us prevent them from carrying off th 
fragment, and from. daring to cast 
upon Formos 
preserve ourselves and our 
together to defend the land of our Emperor. 
But if there be any who have secret con- 
ne with the Japanese, who assist them, 
take their money, enter their service, or 
treacherously. i information to them, 
such men will be seized in earnest, and bo 
handed over to the officials to be dealt with. 
‘As to any who have been already engaged and 
a0 have no help for it; if they will immediately 
return they will not be punished. Those who 
dare to act contrary to what has been agreed 
upon, the Gods and men will exterminate.

Saturday, 31st October, 1874. 
‘The second day of the Races has to be 





credited with showing an improvement on 


the first, both in the essentials of good 
weather and good sport. ‘The former was 
sunnier and a shade milder when the day's _ 
amusement began, but the sky clouded 
over in the afternoon, and till the chilly 
breeze died down about half-past three, 
it was less comfortable than earlier in the 
day. But upon the whole the day was a 
good one, and the public were uot slow 
to appreciate the pleasure provided them 
by the Race Club. Tho fact that the 
Races have each day begun between noon 
and 12.30, has necossarily led to the curtain

Wo have received the statistics of trade 
of the port of Shanghai, issued by the 
Customs, for the third quarter of 1874, en 
ing 80th’September.

‘The needle trade 
goes on expanding at a rate which shows 
that foreign makes of the tiny but useful 
tool are being more and more appreciated 
by the Chinese, third quarter of '72 
showed a high import, 157,640 mille ; but 
under notice rises to 213,656.

‘The Re-exports com- 
pare favourably, Shirtings and T-Cloths 
showing an increase over 1873, which 
brings them up to the higher figures of 
1871 and '72. In Drills Jess has been done, 
and Sheetings on the whole show no 
appreciable difference. The same may be 
said of Fancy Cottons, except Handker- 
chiefs, which give an increased re-export of 
20,700 dozen, while Woollens scarcely come 
up to the corresponding quarter. Pre- 
sumably metals and coal must go most 
largely into local consumption, as their 
re-export dees not compare with the im- 
port. Tho use of transit passes appears 
to be steadily on the decline. Tho export 
of Silk to foreign countries for the three 
months was 34,543 bales.

SINKING OF A BRIG AT THE HONGKEW 
WHARF, BY THE 8.S. “CAWDOR CASTLE.” 


At about 10.55 p.m. on the 2nd instant 
the steamer Cawdor Castle, arrived the 
same day from Hiogo, while taking up her 
erth at the Hongkew Wharf, ran into the 
French brig St. Francois, of 253 tons, 
which vessel was being discharged along- 
side the Wharf, opposite No. 11 godown, 
One fluke of the steamer’s starboard an- 
chor, hanging at the hawse, went through 
tue brig’s port quarter, and the other 
through her own starboard bow. In a few 
minutes after the occurrence it was found 
that the brig’s pumps could not keep the 
water under, and the vessel was hauled to 
the lower end of the Wharf into shallow 
water. In twenty minutes she took the 
ground, and at high tide the water was level 
with her bulwarks. She only arrived on 
Thursday, from Freemantle, and had com- 
menced to discharge her cargo of sandal- 
wood on Monday. Every exertion was 
made to lighten the ship, butsuch was the 
extent of the damage she had eustai 
that the crew were only able, with 
aasistance of coolies from the wharf, to 
keep her afloat a short time, and hurriedly 
save a portion of their effects, As soon as 
the steamer was made fast, it was found 
that water was coming in rapidly in the fore 
compartment, and measures were at on 
taken to confine it to the one compartment, 
At 7 am. yesterday a steam pump and 
divers were procured from the Tugboat 
Co., and the diver, after several attempts, 
succeeded in discovering and putting a 
patch upon the hole, which proved to be 
12 inches deep by 18 in width. The 
hatches were then removed, aud steam 
being supplied from the tugboat Orphan the 
pump was started, gangs of coolies in the 
meantime discharging what cargo could be 
got at. The pump rapidly gxined upon 
the leak, and at 1.30 p.m. reduced the 
water from 17 feet to about 8 feet in the 
lower hold. ‘The cargo damaged consists 
of about forty tons of cigars aud Japa 
, for London, and about on 
hundred and forty tons of seaweed, fi 
and cassia for Shanghai. At tl 
the steamer was coming alonj 
tide was ebbing, and it is supposed 
that the pilot, as'in the case of the Sar- 
pedon, did not allow sufiiciently for the 
force ‘of the current, which catching the 
bows as the vessel’ comes at an angle 
to it, has a strong tendency to turn her 
head on instead of broadside to the Wharf. 
It is feared that the shock has uot only 
done local damage to the briv, but strained 
everely all through. ‘The practice of 
moving large steamers at night is repre- 
hensiblo; the gain of a few hours’ time 
which it affords, can scarcely counéer- 
balance the risk of serious Josses both to 
underwriters and owners, 

We learn that the Cawdor Castle will be 
repaired at the Hongkew Wharf, it being 
found practicable to place a patch securely 
without the necessity of docking. Messrs. 
Boyd & Co. are executing the work. T! 
brig St. Francois still remains in the sam 
position ; a survey was held upon her yes- 
terday afternoon. 
































































KASHGAR AND CHINA, 

The following article, which we take from 
the Standard, is another instance of the

strength, but of mistrust of her own 
powers and the intentions of her neigh- 
bours :-— 
“According to Russian reports the Chi- 
ese bave suffered a severe defeat, but it 
is not likely that a single reverse will 
deter them from again attempting the sub- 
jugation of Kashgar. The dogged por- 
sistence with which they have repeated 
effort after effort to subdueinsurrection, leaves 
no room for doubt that they will not be 
disheartened by one failure, and the enormous 
superiority of force of which they dispose 
makes it only too likely that Kashgar, iott 
to its own resources, will sooner or later 
succumb. But it is obviously not desirable 
that China should be allowed once more to 
plant herself upon the Pamir Steppe. Of late 
years she has been expending large sums of 
money in providing herself with all the latest 
European improvements, both for land and 
sea warfare ; and the achievements of Colonel 
Gordon's army give evidence of what Chinese 
soldiers are capable of when properly led, 
while the immensity of her population would, 
render it easy for her to raise army after 
‘army, each superior to that of any European 
country, It may be unlikely, indeed, that a 
Chinese general of consummate skill will 
arise ; but, however unlikely, it is poss 
And it not desirable tl 
should add one more to the many positions 
already in her hands could pour 
down upon us in Indis however,

of Le Li-sao, he observes, after going som 
what into detail and falling foul of M. de 
int-Denys on one or two points, that 
as aspecimen of the ancient poetry of the 
Chinese, the translation before us is well 
worthy of perusal. Judged by a European 
standard, the intriusic merits of the 
poem are small. But apart from its poetic 
value, a certain amount of interest 
naturally attaches to a work which has, 
as the copious notes supplied by the 
Marquis abundantly prove, attracted the 
attention of Chinese scholars and commen- 
tators for more than twenty centuries.” 
In the course of his review, Mr. Douglas 
shews unmistakably that his own notions 
of the correct method of expressing 
Chinese characters in English letters are 
of a very hazy nature, but I suppose a 
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man may be a Professor of Chinese in 
Loudon ‘without being particularly clear 
on that point, However, I don’t envy 
his pupils, supposing always that he hse 
any, if they should ever chance to visit 
China. They will assuredly have to do 
as the late Acting-Consul Gibson told me 
many years ago he had had to do, after his 
course at King’s College, ie.yunlearn all 
ho had learned in England with the 
greatest possible expedition! 

In a former letter I made some allusion 
to the manner in which the London Press 
deals with books relating to the Far East ;

WRECK OF THE “ SINGAPOOR.” 


An inguiry has beon held in the principal 
Court of Ordinary Criminal Jurisdiction at 
Aden, to ascertain the circumstances attend- 
ing the wrock of the Singapoor, near Cape 
Guardafui, It seems that the ‘Singapoor, a 
vessel of 1,446 tons burden, and belonging, it 
is said, to Messrs. Watts and Milburo, of 
Leadeniiall-street, London, left Shanghai’ on 
the 18th of June last, homeward bound, with 
a crew of 42 persons, all told, beside’ somo 
passengers, All seems to havo gone well up 
to 12 p.m. on the 18th of July, when, a few 
minutes afterwards, 19th of July, she struck 
heavily on the coast a little south of Cape 
Guardafui, and became a total wreck in a fow 
hours. Sixteen persons were drowned, includ- 
ingthemasterand all officers of the ship, except- 
ing the third and fourth engineers, #o that the 
general facta which ed to the present caqualty 
can only be gathered from the subordinates 
and a passenger of the Singapoor. ‘Tho Court 
considered it cleat from the evidence that the 
master'of the Singapoor misjudged his posi- 
tions, and that ia dhe haze in aight be 
took a blu? known as Faleo, Capo for Capo 
Guardafui, and that in steering N.W., after 
passing that point, instead of keeping ‘on bis 
north-easterly course, he ran his ship ashore 
where others have been lost. ‘The Court could 
Bot with propriety comment on the acts. or 
conduct of the deceased master in connexion 
with the wreck of the Singapoor, It will only 
record that he desired to. cling to ip as 
Jong as possible with his officers, who -as a 
body appear to have done their beat to save 
the lives of the passengers and crew before 
thinking of their own safety. No blame can 
be attached to any of the surviving petty 
officers and crew of the Singapoor. ‘The Court 
notices with pleasure that the survivors of tho 
Singapoor were treated kindly by the natives 
under the rule of the Myjertyn Sooltan, aud 
would suggest the Board of Trade be advised 
to make it generally known among the mer- 
chant shipping that British subjects who may 
unfortunately be wrecked near Guardafui may 
rely on friendly treatment.

About the time that the characters on the 
now famous Moabite stone were carved at 
Dibon, a Chinese courtier in the train of King 
Houan (8.c. 727-782) shaped ten water-worn 
boulders, which he collected from the foot of 
the parent monntain iu the modern province 
of Shensi, of trunculated pillars, 
and traced on their rounded tops as many 











. | deer, descriptive of the sport which his royal 


master had enjoyed in the neighbouring 
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districts. No other record, at least as far 
‘as is known, was kept of the hunting expedi- 
tion of King Houan, nor did the compositions 
or the name of the poetical courtier find 
mention in the very meagre histories of the 
period. ‘The fact of the existence of these ten 
Stone drums, as they have been called, thus 
‘passed. into ‘oblivion. ‘They were left un- 
noticed, and exposed to the vicissitudes of 
‘weather on the open plain until the friendly 
soil rose around them, and preserved from 
further decay the characters which have 
survived the obliterating effects of rain and 
frost. After having Iain concealed for thir- 
teen centuries on the spot on which they were 
subjected to the graving tool of the poet, the 
were, at length, unearthed. But thong! 
their’ discovery excited considerable interest 
among the scholars of the period, no measures 
were for some time taken to preservethem from 
At length a more than usually 
us Prefect of the Department removed 
‘them to the Confucian Temple in the depart- 
mental city of Feng-hsiang Fu. There thi 
remained until the close of the Tang dynasty 
(4.p. 907), when, during the troublous times 
which followed, they were dispersed and 
scattered abroad, and it was not until litera- 
revived under the Sung dynasty that 
efforts wore made to recover them. Nine 
out of the ten were discovered without much 
difficulty; but considerable time 
bofore the tenth was rescued from the collec 
tion of a private individual. In the twelfth 
century they were carried by a fugitive 
monarch of the Sung dynasty to Pien-ching, 
where they were set up in the palace, and 
where the characters of the inscriptions were, 
Imperial order, filled with gold, ‘to 
illustrate their value and importance’ to all 
‘men, as well as to prevent further injury and 
mutilation by the constant practice of takin 
rubbings and fac-similes.” Here they remain 
until the Ninchih Tatars carried them of 
vi et armis, to their capital, the modern 
Peking. Being in needy circumstances, the 
‘Tatars looked upon the gold as their chief 
attraction, and having possessed themselves 
of that, they left the drums to their fate. 
Fortunately the rule of the Ninchih Tatars 
was of short duration, and during the succeed- 
ing Mongolian dynasty (Ap. 1307) these 
ancient stones wero placed in the Confucian 
Temple, whore they at present stand. The 
insoriptions on the drums are of great value, 
as furnishing well-authent specimens 
of the characters in use during the ninth 
century beforo Christ, From an examination 
‘of them it is plain that writing had then 
reached the transition period, when the 
original hicroglyhpies were gradually moulded. 
into. the phonetic form of characters now 
employed.—Friend of India.
